Act. Both Chinamen arrived here last 
week, and they base their claim. to land 
upon the fact that the Exclusion’ Bi!! was 
passed after they had left Hong Kong, and 
while they were upon the sea, and ‘here 
fore they had no notice of its passage. 

In the first case, that of Chai Chan Ping, 
United States District Atiorn2y Carey ar- 
gued that, conceding that the Chinaman 
was on the 
Act went into effect, Congress had a right 
te stop immigration, and while the Presi- 
dent recognized that Chinese on steamers 
had equities, the proceedings covered points 
of law only. Citizens of the United States 
were presuthed to be aware of the law, froin 
the date of its passage, and the same must 
apply to foreigners. The Chinaman in the 
ease is alaborer, and therefore prohibited 
from landing. He was not in jail nora

Bombs Found—A Few 
_ Care Ruroning. 
CHICAGO, | 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.} Capt, Shaack of the North-side 
police says the bombs placed on the street- 
car track yesterday afternoon by Louis 
Kasseliberg contain dynamite of more pow- 
erful quality than any heretofore discov- 
ered by the police. They were about the 
size and shape of a haif egg. On top there 
is a percussion cap and at the bottom are 
wires to fasten them firmly on top of the 
rail. They are placed in bunches of three, 
aud Schaack says three contain dynamite 
enough to shatter a car to splinters.
